SUBJECT OF TEETH 


The query on the teeth of cats in 
Cats Magazine (Mar. 1947, p. 14) de 
serves a rather fuller answer than it re 
ceived. The count of teeth is right al 
though it does not show that there is 
one more tooth on each side in the 
upper jaw than in the lower jaw. Tech- 
nically there is only one molar (the 
hindmost tooth) on each side of each 
jaw. the rest of the apparent molars are 
premolars. The difference is that pre 
molars are present both in the milk set 
and the permanent set 

As to the function of the 
types, the incisors 
round-topped nubbins can hardly be 
significant in cutting. They seem to 
have two functions, in kittens they aid 
in clinging to the nipple while nurs- 
ing, in adults they are used to remove 
burrs and similar adherent objects from 
the fur. The burr stays in the mouth 
while the hair slips between the incis- 
ors. The canines are grasping and 
piercing teeth. They serve to grasp liv- 
ing prey (and kittens when carried). 
They doubtless also are used in tearing 
pieces of skin or flesh from prey held 
by the fore paws. The full sized pre- 
molars and molars are cutting teeth (the 
technical term is ‘‘carnassial’’), pro- 
vided with interacting knife-edged 
ridges. It is easily observed that a cat 
with a piece of meat too big to swallow 
works the piece back between the cheek 
teeth to cut off a portion but never uses 
the front of the jaws. The same thing 
is normally done in cropping grass or 
leaves. These same teeth are made to 
serve for the crushing of bones.

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When one writes about Reds he is 
treading on dangerous ground. Mention 
one class of Reds, and it is necessary to 
comment on all of them 

Beginning with the solids, and judg- 
ing by the Standards, there is a divers 
ity of opinion. One Standard describes 
the Red as “Orange or Red.”’ Another 
makes no mention of Orange, the de 
scription dealing with deep rich, clear 
brilliant red. So far so good, but the 
point to be stressed is solidness of color. 
This is most essential, yet how many 
people have seen an absolutely SOLID 
RED? Even the best shown have light 
and dark markings. The ruff and un- 
der-body color is never as dark as the 
back, and there are invariably, light and 
dark even tabby markings on face 
and forehead. Few, if any, are solid to 
the skin 

I have seen Reds entered as solids 
shoWing slight markings on sides only 
to be transferred to the tabby classes 
where they stand no chance of winning 
even a fourth ribbon. Where do such 
cats stand? I maintain that they are 
more solid than tabby, and if not per- 
mitted in the Red classes, then they 
should not be judged in either 

In the exaggerated zeal for dark red, 
I have observed Reds with long noses 
foxy faces, large ears and leggy, but of 
a rich color, to win over cats excellent 
in type but of a slightly lighter shade 
The rich dark red is what we desire, 
but often the points allowed for type, 
head and condition, outscore the points 
for color, providing the color in the 
more perfect type is not definitely off 
the Standard 

The ideal red is dark with good type 
There are many such exhibited in our 
shows. In checking over catalogs, I no 
tice where one entry was described los- 
ing to another of equal coloring, but 
with poorer type but heavier bone. This 
brings up another point. A large cat is 
not always a good cat. There is a sharp 
distinction between ‘‘heavy in bone” 
and coarseness. Personally, I do not like 
a heavy-boned cat unless it has sym 
metry and conformation 

To perfect the red for color, I sug 
gest a very best type male. to be bred 
with a good black female. This will re 
sult in black males, red females with 
perhaps, a tortoiseshell. Next, breed 
the best red female of the litter back to

The correct time to wean kittens is 
really up to the mother cat and the kit- 
tens themselves. We have had some lit- 
ters that started to eat between 3 and 4 
weeks of age and others (usually big. 
spoiled babies of one or two to the 
litter) that wouldn’t take an interest 
in solid food until they were 5 or 6 
weeks old and had their poor mothers 
trimmed down to a shadow. 

The normal kitten should begin 
tasting food at 4 weeks and eating 
heartily at 5. One very important thing 
in the transition from only mother’s 
milk to solid food is that the mother’s 
milk must be available. The kitten re- 
ceives vital food elements from the 
queen’s milk at this critical time that 
is very hard, if not impossible, to sup- 
ply artificially. When the kittens are 
about 8 weeks of age they should be 
eating regular solid meals and need no 
extra feeding from ‘‘mama.’’ However, 
at this time the Cattery Manager must 
keep close watch on the babies and if 
one turns up its nose at a meal — take 
the food away quickly and offer no more 
until the next regular feeding. Perhaps 
the little fellow ate too heavily the time 
before. But if he refuses the second meal 
he should be isolated from his brothers 
and sisters until one finds if he is just 
too full to eat or if he is really sick. No 
young kittens just beginning to eat 
solid food should be allowed to go over 
48 hours without food. They have so 
little in the way of resistance to fall 
back upon that they must be force-fed 
to keep them going. Pure meat juice, 
a spoonful or two at a time, is very 
nourishing and if fortified with an all 
‘round vitamin tonic usually will carry 
a well kitten over a day or two of vol- 
untary fasting and when he begins to 
eat again he will keep right on and 
develop into a healthy cat. 

In our cattery when the kittens begin 
to take an interest in food we serve the 
mother on a large plate and the kittens 
have room to gather around and take 
a bite if they feel so inclined. Once in 
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WEANING

a while a “‘backward boy” will just 
insist on walking through the food dish 
and scattering kittens and food all over 
the floor while the others are trying to 
eat. This is the one that we teach to 
eat by putting a bite in his mouth, 
which he will, of course, spit out im- 
mediately. However, one or two lessons 
and he will be right in there eating 
with the rest. The kittens usually begin 
eating canned fish first. I believe this is 
because the odor is strong and tempting 
to the Cat. We never leave food around 
for kittens to eat ‘‘at leisure.’’ If they 
do not clean up their dish in the usual 
time it is removed until the next meal 
Baby kittens have small stomachs and 
so their meals are small to begin with. 
But besides the usual two meals a day, 
we give a noon feeding to the babies 
which consists of Pablum and diluted 
canned milk. They soon eat more and 
more of Pablum and milk and take less 
and less from the mother and so are 
gradually weaned to solid foods. 

Then they are fed exactly like the 
older cats; horse meat (ground) or 
beef with all vitamins added for break- 
fast. At night they are fed either canned 
fish, eggs, dry (farmer style), cottage 
cheese or liver which has been dropped 
into hot water and left until it has 
changed color. Our cats and kittens are 
never fed vegetables as it has been our 
experience that their digestive systems 
are not designed to accommodate the 
fibrous material found in most of them. 
We depend upon Vitamin C tablets or 
tomato juice to supply the vitamins 
found in green vegetables. As mentioned 
above they also get Vitamin A and D 
(cod liver oil) and the B Complex 
(Brewers Yeast) as well as added cal- 
cium for teething kittens and pregnant 
and nursing queens. 

After the kittens are completely 
weaned and beginning to grow they 
will eat as much, if not more than the 
full grown cats — just like a growing 
boy whose family declares that he has 
hollow legs!

ly these classes are the hardest to judge 
We find tabbies with beautiful mark- 
ings on sides, dark red in color, but no 
evidence of bracelets or spinal mark 
ings. long heads and noses. Others have 
distinctly marked spinal lines, seen at 
a glance, good type and eye color, but 
slightly lighter in ground c°at. Which 
shall be chosen? 

To the casual observer, the first cat 
described, appears more in keeping with 
the Standard. Only the head is consid 
ered the point not favorable. Yet, spin 
al markings, the lack of which is only 
apparent to the judge, is really part of 
the tabby markings and should be vis 
ible. Therefore, the lighter undercoated 
cat is the more desirable in such cases.

Also found in the Tabby classes is 
the misguided, slightly-marked Red 
with no claim to being a tabby. This 
cat should never make its way to a 
championship in either class. It could 
perhaps, with judicious breeding, serve 
a useful purpose to its owner. 

In tabby classes, the first point to 
observe is markings, to determine if the 
cat qualifies as a tabby. No matter how 
deep the color, or how good the type 
if the color on the back is solid with 
only a dash of markings on the side, it 
cannot be classed as a good tabby. 

Usually the side markings are visible 
to the audience. The judge must look 
for more than that. Often the reason a 
favorite of the onlookers is put down 
is not apparent to anyone except the 
judge, who holds the winner for in 
spection, showing off its good points 
and explaining why that particular cat 
has been named the winner. 

Light plays strange tricks from dif 
ferent angles in a show room. Judging 
cages do not always receive an equal 
distribution of light. Sometimes a tabby 
of only fair quality placed in a cage 
where the light strikes favorably, ap- 
pears outstanding, while the better cat 
in a darkened cage in a row, is nct 
noticed 

Judges, when handling tabbies in 
particular, can ascertain the type, mark 
ings, et cetera, but must also compare 
competitors from the same vantage 
point, as well as from long distances 
and close up points. This cannot be 
done properly if two cats of seeming 
equal merit, are placed in two cages 
each with a different flood of light. It 
is well to give both cats a turn in the 
cage where the light is more favorable
